How tho Wheeling Convention was Moved. 

The Virginia Weekly Star, published at 
Morgantown, Western Virginia, does not 
like the action of the late convention at 
Wheeling. He says: 

"But our object in writing this article is to 
expose the secret power which has controlled 
both the-e Wheeling Conventions, and wc 
shall proceed to the task. We thank our for- 
tune that w e were not a member of this Con- 
vention. If we had been, we presume wo 
should have succumbed to the majority, being 
ignorant of the power behind the throne. 
But having been in the city of New York 
with our eyes and ears open for nearly a 
month, we at last discovered the monster, and 
will be thereby enabled to do some service to 
the people of Western Virginia. There are 
perhaps twenty millions of dollars of Virginia 
Bonds oumed in New York. These bond hold- 
ers know that this war is going to destroy 
Eastern Virginia, and that the burden of the 
debt will have to come off the West. Hence 
they are opposed to a division of the State, 
and in secret concoct a plan to prevent it. 
They persuade some of the members of the 
Cabinet that it would be inconsistent for the 
Administration to acknowledge Western Vir- 
ginia, and they, not knowing or caring speci- 
ally for our interests, fall into the snare. 
Soon the newspapers of New York, influ- 
enced through the same channel, take up the 
cudeel;then all the country papers follow 
suit, and public opinion is satisfied that it 
would be inconsistent for the Administration 
to acknowledge tho independence of Western 
Virginia, as it would be acknowledging the 
right of secession. The Wheeling Inteltigen- 
eer and the Wellsburg Herald, mid other pa- 
pers in this section, yield to the force of opin- 
ion. These bond holders have their agents at 
Wheeling, and had them at the last Conven- 
tion. The most influential members take up 
the cry. Carlilc, who was the champion of 
New Virginia, raises the warwhoop for the old. 
hulk. The mountain delegates fight for the 
new State, but eventually yield. They are 
told that the Administration wants us to 
claim to be the whole State, and if we insult 
the Administration its forces will be with- 
drawn from this section and the Secessionists 
will eat us up. In this manner their fears 
are worked upon, ond eventually the Conven- 
tion is almost unanimous in claiming to be 
Old Virginia." 

That, says the Star, is the way it was done, 
and the effect of it to assume the State debt of 
fifty millions of dollars. The bond-holders 
played a sharp game and won. The people 
of Western Virginia who are the dupes will 
have to foot the bill. 



Questions in the Rule of Three. 

The New York Daily Xcvs, which still 
preserves its independence, propounds the 
following stunning questions in its issue of 
June 19 : 

If it required seven years, in the times of 
George III, to wage war for the subjugation 
of three millions of white, free horn Ameri- 
cans, how long will it take for Abraham 
Lincoln's Government to get through with

If the British Government incurred a na- 
tional debt of £500,000,000, or $2,500,000,000, 
in vainly endeavoring to subjugate three 
millions of people, how much will it now cost 
the Federal Government to try the same ex- 
periment, to their own satisfaction, upon 
eight millions ?

If the Federal Government, since first call- 
ing out troops, by proclamation of April 15 — 
two months since — has only been able to ad- 
vance its army, at the most, twelve to twenty 
miles within tl.e b mndariei of tho State of 
Virginia, how long will it take it to complete 
the "subjugation'' of the whole of the eleven 
Confederate States? 

If it required only two months of prepara- 
tion for war under a Black Republican Gov- 
ernment to reduce the United States six per 
cent, stocks from par value to 84 per cent., 
how low will they have fallen by the expira- 
tion of the first year of actual hostilities. 

If three months of Abolitionist ascendancy 
at Washington have cost the North thus 
much, how much will four years of such an 
Administration cost?

It is said on the street that Vallandigham, 
tho rebel sympathizer from Ohio, asserts that 
Jeff. Davis' Government is w illing to make a 
compromise. 

Breckinridge, Powell, Polk, and Bayard 
were in their seats to-day, attentive observers 
of the proceedings of tho Senate — afterward j 
visiting the House, and listening to the pro- 
ceedings there. It is understood they will 
take no active part in the legislation of Con- 
gress. 

The President's message is in type at (he 
Government printing office. It makes a six- 
teen page pamphlet, equal to four columns of 
the Gazette. It will be delivcrd to-morrow. 
It is simply a vigorous war paper, with em- 
phatic assurances of the strength of the Gov- 
ernment at home and abroad.

The Louisville and Nashville Rail- 
road. — As this thoroughfare has been for 
some time the only direct outlets for ship- 
ments consigned to the Southern Confederacy, 
and as efforts h ave been made to render the 
blockade effectual, much interest is felt here 
and elsewhere as to the operations of the road. 
Our new Collector of the Port, about a fort- 
night ago, positively prohibited all shipments 
to the South over tho road, and the directory 
of the road submitted to the order apparently 
in good faith. Subsequently a case was 
agreed upon between the shipping merchants 
and railroad company which was designed to 
effectually test the "legality of the blockade, 
and the suit was formally brought before his 
honor Judge Muir, of tho Jefferson Circuit 
Court. The argument in the case was con- 
cluded by the counsel yesterday and the ques- 
tion submitted to the court, Judge Muir with- 
holding his decision for the prosent. Yester- 
day, however, there was a convocation of the 
directors, including those from Tennessee, who 
hold the controling influenco at present, and 
it w as ordered by them that through freights 
should be received at this city and~ forwarded, 
as if no blockade had been ordered, until such 
time as the legality or illegality of the block- 
ado should be sustained by tho courts. Ac- 
cordingly large consignments were sent down 
to the depot and duly received. In the mean- 
time Collector Cotton entered a protest 
against the action of the directory, and avow- 
ed his intention to seize all goods shipped for 
the South. In obedience to tho protest and 
threat of tho Collector many shippers with- 
drew their goods, while others, who are loyal 
to the Government, declined to avail them- 
selves of the offer to make shipments in vio- 
lation of an order from the Federal authori- 
ties. W. D. Gallagher, Esq., the newly ap- 
pointed officer of customs for the South and 
West, arrived in the city yesterday. In all 
probability he is invested with pow'er to net 
promptly and decisively in tho premises.

Lieutenant Butler, two brothers of 
the deceased, and Mr. James E. Weaver, un- 
dertaker, left Fortress Monroe tinder a flag 
of truce for the rebel camp at Bethel. When 
within a mile of that point, they were com- 
manded to halt by the picket enard of the 
rebels, and their errand demanded. It was 
stated, and the sentry bid them to await his 
return, while he conveyed their request to 
Col. Magruder. After waiting some hours, a 
file of soldiers were seen approaching, bear- 
ing with them the body of Major Winthrop. 
It was inclosed in an India rubber clonk, and 
very much decomposed. 

Upon examination it was found that the 
Major's death had been caused by a Minie 
bullet wound in the breast. Col. Magruder 
informed the friends of the deceased that he 
had been buried with all the honors of war 
by the Confederate troops, and that they had 
also buried with military honors thirty of the 
Federal troops who had been found upon the 
battle field. When the body of Major Win- 
throp was placed in the coffin, Col. Magruder 
and his men removed their caps, and appear- 
ed to feel keenly the solemnity of the moment. 
After the coffin had been secured, Col. Ma- 
gruder and Lieutenant Butler both shook 
hands cordially, nnd before parting Col. Ma- 
gruder remarked to Lieut. Butler, "We part 
as friends, but on the field of battle we meet 
as enemies." Each party then retraced their 
steps to their quarters. — Charleston Xews. 

8raT"The Federal Administration, the per- 
jured, law-breaking, usurping, despotic Ad- 
ministration, at Washington, is drawing the 
lines tighter and yet tighter on the people of 
neutral Kentucky.

railroad, and from sending provisions to their 
own families in the country without a "per- 
mit" from a government agent; and now we 
are informed by the Administration organ, 
that King Lincoln's agents are being sent to 
the country towns along the railroad to en- 
force obedience in thein to his lawless edicts. 

Mr. Cotton, we are told, has dispatched an 
agent to Franklin; Ky., to see that the farm- 
ers of Simpson nnd the adjoining counties do 
not sell their horses, and cattle, and wheat, 
and corn, and potatoes, to the buyers of such 
products in Tennessee. 

And further, we heard, yesterday, that soon, 
probably to-day, trunks will be searched, per- 
sons examined, and all tho infernal annov- 
anees of which travelers have complained in 
Europe, and which have been practised in the 
Free States latterly, will be initiated in Ken- 
tucky by the pensioned agents of the Ad- 
ministration, acting without law, and in defi- 
ance of law. 

And soon, wc suppose, agent* will bo dis- 
tributed along the Southern border counties 
of the State, to seize and confiscate the droves 
of hogs and the wagon loads of wheat and 
corn which our farmers in the interior of the 
State must send to a market by that means, i 
or not sell at all. 

And, we doubt not, the subordinates of the 
"miserably unfit " man whom the Journal ad- 
mits was placed in power by "tho enemies of 
the countrv," will be quick to have arrested 
and held for treason, as they havo been in- 
structed to do, such of our fellow-citizens as 
may be guilty of the egregious crime of want- 
ing to sell the products of their farms and 
their shops. 

We don't know how long Kentuckians 
will submit to this. But we are sure the free 
white men of the State will not long consent 
to be denied privileges which the master nev- 
er denies to his African slave. A point must 
soon be reached at which the people of tho 
State w ill be convinced forbearance has ceas- 
ed to be a virtue; and then woe to those who 
would have trampled them down, who would 
have sold them to the despot for his favor and 
his patronage, who have so long deceived and 
betrayed them. — Lou. Courier, July 4. 

From Tennessee. 

Nashville, July 4. 

The up and down passenger trains on the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad were seized 
this morning at Camp Trousdale, near Mitch- 
ellville, by order of Gen. Anderson, and both 
brought to this city. 

The managers had taken all the engines ond 
rolling-stock except a few ears, to Louisville, 
against which policy Tennessee had remon- 
strated, and this seizure was a necessity to 
protect itself. 

Gen. Anderson informed the agent here 
that no future seizures would be made, and 
that trains should pass uninterrupted. 



A gentleman in this city shipped some 
wool from Saint Louis to Louisville; it was 
stopped bv the United States officials at Jeffer- 
sonville, and he was compelled to have it re- 
shipped to Cincinnati for sale. Tho price at 
Cincinnati is three cents per pound less than at 
Louisville. He was thus forced to lose three 
cents on each pound of his wool, besides the cost 
of reshipment, freight, and commission. His 
loss is about $500. But this gentleman is a 
Kentuckian, and a citizen of Lexington, and 
Kentucky is in the Union, and Lexington voted 
overwhelmingly for the Union. Yet men 
ask, "Where aro our rights unprotected?" 
" Why should Kentucky give up tho Union'.'"

The Right of Petition. 

We take the following from the New York 
Journal of Commerce of July 1st: 
Tiik Right of Petition. — An extraor- 

d : narv proceeding was cronicled in the city 
news "department of the New York papers on 
Saturday morning, in which copies of a peti- 
tion numerously signed by citizens of New 
York, and addressed to the President of the 
United States, were seized, taken from the 
possession of those to whom they had been 
confided, and conveyed to the headquarters of 
the police, where they arc detained for pub- 
lic exhibition. The pretense— according to 
n statement in a contemporary — upon which 
the seizure was made, is that certain parties 
who had signed the petition under a misap- 
prehension of its objects, desired to have their 
names erased therefrom. It is not stated 
that the; had applied to the parties having 
the petition in charge to have such erasures 
made, and been refused, nor is it shown that 
any proceedings have been had to authorize 
the police to interfere with the sacred right 
of petition, a right as dear to every American 
citizen at the present day, as it was to the 
people of the Colonies when they complained 
that the British Government spurned (heir 
pravers for relief, and denied the right which 
the'huniblest citizen has, to approach the rul- 
ing powers with requests touching the admin- 
istration of the Government. 

It is difficult, as one after another of the 
dearest rights of freemen arc violated, andar- 
ticle after article of the Constitution trampled 
under foot, by those whohave solemnly sworn 
to support it,' to realize that wc live under a 
free government, or that we can lay claim to 
anv privileges which are not liable to be in- 
vaded by official pretension and assumed 
power. The letter of Mr. Frederick A.. Onion, 
from whom the petitions in question were taken 
by the detectives, will be found in another 
column. It fully explains the circumstances 
under which the papers were obtained from 
Mr. Union, but wc must look elsewhere for the 
reasons which have led to the extraordinary 
action of the Superintendent of Police, in 
thus interfering with the exercise of one of the 
clearest rights of the people. 

There is nothing in the petition itself which 
can justify the slightest interference with its 
circulation for signatures and presentation to 
the: President of "the United States, to whom 
it is addressed, on the part of the police or 
other official authorities. It is simply a peti- 
tion asking the President "to adopt the policy 
of a general Convention of all the States as 
suggested in your (his) Inaugural." The pe- 
titioners, while thus praying, express their 
readiness to sustain and defend the Govern- 
ment, and the President as its legal head, and 
they declare their belief that the course 
recommended "would secure a peaceful solu- 
tion of our national difficulties," and that any 
State which should stand in the way of amend- 
ments to the Constitution or a peaceable sep- 
aration, "it would stand unanimously con- 
demned before the civilized world." This is 
the petition whose circulation has been arrest- 
ed by the Metropolitan Police, and which is 
now'dctained at the police office apparently 
for the purpose of coercing the signers into 
recalling their names from the paper. It is 
given out, in several of the city papers, that 
the signers can have an opportunity of re- 
trieving the error into they have fallen, by 
culling at the police headquarters, and a few, 
it is said, have already availed themselves of 
the privilege. 

We do not know how the public or the 
signers of the petition will regard this matter. 
W« published a copy of the petition when it 
was first presented for signatures, preferring 
simply to lay it before our readers without 
any recommendation regardingthe wisdom of 
the movement; but we deem it our duty to 
maintain the entire propriety and right of any 
citizen thus to address the President; and we. 
believe that thousands of our citizens, now 
that an attempt is made to interpose obstacles 
to the exercise of so manifest a privilege, will 
hasten to append their names to the docu- 
ment. "Whether or not it does any good, it 
certainly can do no harm, and it may arouse 
the attention of the President, and lead him 
to address himself to" the questions involved 
in the proposition — the possibility of restor- 
ing peace to the country. 

This thought is beginning to occupy the 
public attention, and will soon be the engross- 
ing topic throughout the Union. No more 
suitable time could bo chosen than the pres- 
ent for pressing the subject upon the atten- 
tion of the President and the country, and 
the petition which has been so unwarrantably 
interfered with, affords a ready method of 
agitating the subject. We doubt whether any 
considerable number of signers will be fright- 
ened into withdrawing their names, but think 
it more likely that it will receive large acces- 
sions from the independent men of the city, 
who dare exercise tneir constitutional rights 
under threatened intimidation. There is no 
power short of absolute tyranny, which cau 
interfere with the right of petition, especially 
when that right is exercised in a mode so void 
of offensive or treasonable language as in the 
present instance. 

EXTRACT FROM THE FEDERAL fON-STITUTIOW. 

As showing the high estimate placed by 
the founders of this Government upon the 
sacred right now so arbitrarily stricken down, 
the very first article among the amendments 
to the Constitution of the United States is as 
follows : 

"Art. 1. Congress shall make no law * 
* * abridging the freedom of speech or of 
the press, or the right of the people peaceably 
to assemble and to petition the Government 
for a redress of grievances." 

But citizens of New York arc now made to 
feel a power which, if rightly exercised, is 
higher than the Constitution. 

The following is the letter alluded to: 
IS THE RIOIIT OF PETITION TO HE DENIED 
CITIZENS OF THE UNITED STATKS. 

Messrs. Editors: As an bumble and 
peaceable citizen, desirous of preserving the 
Union in its integrity, and averting the hor- 
rors of civil war, and with the approval and 
encouragement of many of our best citizens, 
I deemed it my duty to circulate a petition to 
the President of the United States, in accord- 
ance with the suggestion in his inaugural ad- 
dress, calling a convention of the States, to 
effect (if possible) a settlement of our nation- 
al difficulties, without bloodshed. Many of 
our citizens, of acknowledged influence, had 
cheerfully affixed their names, and others 
were ready to do so. 

Beine requested yesterday by Mr. James 
B. Taylor, of No. 4S Pine street, to call upon 
him at his office, as he particularly desired to 
see me, and concluding it was on business 
matters, I waited upon him. and was met by 
the inquiry, had I my petition with me? Re- 
plying in the affirmative, he said he would 
like to look at it. Having two with me, I 
handed both to him. After looking at them, 
and asking a gentleman in his office to sign it, 
who declined, he handed them to two persons 
in his front office, strangers to myself, and im- 
mediately retired into his back office, closing 
the door after him. Upon requesting those 
persons to hand me the petitions, they refused 
to do so, stating, at the same time,- that they 
were detectives of the police and had orders 
from Superintendent Kennedy to bring my- 
self and the petitions to his office in Broome 
street, against which T protested, both to them 
and said James B. Taylor, that I had been 
dishonorably enticed into his office, and de- 
manding the return of my papers, requesting 
at the same time to be allowed to go to my of- 
fice to see my nephew, all of which was re- 
fused, and I was taken by them to the Super- 
intendent's office, with the assurance that all 
necessary information with regard to my ar- 
rest would be given by Mr. Kennedy, at his 



office. Upon our arrival there, a person, ap- 
parently in authority, inquired of these men 
whether they had obtained those papers, and 
after looking over them and commenting up- 
on the folly of those encouraging the idea of 
peace, and predating the disgrace of all such 
as should be found advocating such a course, 
he also, on my requesting him, refused to re- 
turn me the papers, or inform me on what 
charge I had been arrested. He also said if I 
would call in the evening Mr. Kennedy 
would explain the matter to me. This I did 
not conceive it my duty to do, as I do not un- 
derstand why any American citizen should be 
restrained of his liberty when no charge i.- 
prefcrrcd against him. 

Now, Messrs. Editors, if this matter con- 
cerned myself alone, (being conscious of puri- 
ty of motive, and yielding to no man in de- 
votion to the interests ofSny country, whose 
laws I have always endeavored to obey,) I 
might pass it by without notice, but as it af- 
fects the rights and interests of all men who 
love their country, and would see its govern- 
ment so administered as to protect the rights 
of all its citizens, and so fulfill its mission of 
Liberty, Justice, and Fraternity, I cannot re- 
frain from giving it publicity, regretting that 
fellow-citizens, bound together by so many 
considerations, and all apparently seeking the 
prosperity of the Union, should be so devoir 
of charity, which is the only bond of Union, 
That our country may be safely brought 
through all its difficulties, and again enjoy the 
blessings of peace and prosperity, ought ti 
be the fervent desire of all men; nor should 
those who seek so blessed a consummation be 
denounced as traitors, or arrested as criminals, 
without process of law.

In 1850, he prognosticated this saying, "that 
the question of dissolving the Union is a com- 
plex question, that it embraces the fearful 
issue whether the Union shall stand, and 
slavery, under the steady, peaceful action of 
moral, social, and political causes, shall be re- 
moved by gradual voluntary effort, and with 
compensation, or whether the Union shall be 
dissolved and civil wars ensue, bring on vio- 
lent, but complete and immediate emancipa- 
tion." Others may be blinded or deceived as 
to the object of this war, but Mr. Seward is 
not. He well knows that it is not to preserve 
or restore the Union, but to bring on "com- 
plete and immediate emancipation." There 
is not the lightest political act which be does 
not examine with reference to this grand ob- 
ject of his public life, "slavery must be abol- 
ished." Civil war, as furnishing a "complete 
and immediate," though violent means for its 
aOCOmplUhrnent, is readily accepted, and as 
as long as the States of the North supply men 
and money for its prosecution, wo cannot ex- 
pect Mr. Seward to interfere to arrest the 
strifo when all its revolting and unnatural 
features aro vailed by the glories of a divine 
commandment. "War, when thus invested 
with the assumed robes of patriotism and the 
stolen livery of Heaven, loses all its horrors 
in the eyes of fanaticism. 



[From the N. Y. News .June 29.] 
Why has the Administration no Compromise 
to Offer. 

The reason why the Administration has 
offered no terms of compromise and reconcili- 
ation may be discovered in the speeches ol 
the founder and oldest expounder of the party 
tenets of Republicanism, now occupying the 
highest position in the Cabinet. So early as 
the year 1848, Mr. Seward, in a speech deliv- 
ered at Cleveland, disclosed the idea of work- 
ing out, through the agency of a Union con- 
trolled by a sectional majority, the abolition 
of slavery, and the admission of dissimilar 
and inferior races to political equality with 
the white man. He then stated his object in 
the following distinct propositions: 

First — Our duly is to preserve the Integri- 
ty of the Union. This Union must be a vol- 
untary one. A Union upheld by force would 
be a despotism. 

Second — Our Democratic system must be 
preserved and perfected. That system is 
founded in the natural equality of all men — 
not alone all American men nor alone all 
white men; but all men, of every country, 
clime, and complexion are equal — not made 
equal by human laws, but born equal. 

Third — Knowledge ought to be diffused, as 
well for the safety of the State as to promote 
the happiness of society. 

Fourth — Our national resources, physical, 
moral, and intellectual, ought to be developed 
and applied to increase the public wealth and 
enhance the convenience of the people. 

Fifth — Peace and moderation are indispens- 
able to the preservation of Republican insti- 
tutions. 

Si.elh — Slavery must iik arolisiied. 

The grand end to be accomplished is the 
abolition of slavery. All besides were but 
means of inducements to this paramount ob- 
ject. Unexpected changes have taken place, 
and a Union upheld by force, a dictatorship 
proclaimed by the voice of the North, and 
viltnally establishing a military despotism, 
have placed a more powerful and rapid en- 
gine in the hands of Mr. Seward and his co- 
laborers in the work to which they aro devo- 
ted. "Peace and moderation," so necessary 
for "the preservations of Republican institu- 
tions," may remain in abeyance while the 
bayonet is undermining the foundations of 
slavery. A coercive Union has been substi- 
tuted for the voluntary ono contemplated by 
I Mr. Seward, in which slavery might be strip- 
: ped of all the guaranties ot the Constitution 
by the slow progress of political agitation and 
legislative changes. 

In the same speech Mr. Seward further de- 
velops his tactics as to the gradual restriction 
and eventual extinction of slavery: 

"Slavery can be limited to its present 
bounds; it can and must be abolished, and 
you and 1 can and must do it." 

" Correct your error that slavery has any 
constitutional guaranty which may not be re- 
leased, and ought not to be relinquished-." 

In another and more recent speech, Mr. 
Seward cautiously intimated a plan of releas- 
ing those guaranties, through the agency of a 
Constitutional Convention, and the sanction 
of the required number of States to effect the 
change — so soon as the addition of free States 
shall have brought about the time to accom- 
plish this contemplated design. In Mr. Sew- 
ward's view there is nothing sacred or invio- 
lable in the Constitution, and it is but the 
creature and reflex of the popular will, which, 
he would persuade us, is something more than 
what it frequently is, the aggregate of human 
prejudices, misrepresentations, and passions. 
Hence ho has degraded the Constitution by 
asserting the paramount authority of his high- 
er law, of which, when applied to the Terri- 
tories, the common property of all the States, 
he says: 

"But there is a higher law than the Con- 
stitution which regulates our authority and 
the domain, and devotes it to the same noble 
purposes." 

Nothing in audacity and impiety has ever 
surpassed this dogma since the " Eritis Dii" of 
the tempter in Paradise. 

Carrying out this same view of the weak- 
ness of the Constitution to compel the obedi- 
ence of the citizen to recognize the legality 
of the relation of slavery, Mr. Seward, in 
1850, asserted that if the Constitution recog- 
| nized property in slaves, "it would be suffi- 
cient, then, to reply that this constitutional 
obligation must be void, because it is repug- 
nant to the law of nature and nations." As 
it regards slavery, the Constitution is hence 
not the supreme law of the land, but is to be 
set aside by another code of which Mr. Sew- 
ard and his followers, when in the majority, 
j will become the interpreters and ministers. 
In Albany, in 1855, he speaks still more em- 
phatically. "It is written in the Constitution 
of the United States, in violation of the Di- 
vine law, that we shall surrender the fugitive 
slave" Which shall we obey, the human or 
the Divine law, if we adopt the premises of 
Mr. Seward? Is he not in this the apologist 
and defender of those Northern nullifying 
States that, with bills inscribed on the statute 
book in derogation of the acts of Congress 
and the plainest mandate of the Constitution, 
hurry along armed troops to trample out the 
sovereignties of sister States, and fratricidally 
blot from existence the light of thoir stars ? 

As long as Mr. Seward saw in the Union, 
and its military and naval forces, barriers for 
the protection of slavery, ho was indifferent 
to the support of an army and navy. 

In his speech at Lansing in 1860, he tells us 
"that in order that the slaves may not escape 
from the slave States into the free, and that 
freed or emancipated negroes in the free States 
may not enter and introduce civil war into 
the slave States, and because that if we pro- 
voke a foreign enemy, the Southern frontier 
is exposed to invasion from England. France 
and Spain — that is the whole object of our 
army and navy." 

Now all is changed, for the army and navy 
are employed in the consummation of what 
the speaker so ardently desires. Mr. Seward 
has persuaded himself that the abolition of 
slavery was inevitable, and that the means for 
it were slow and Voluntary effort or civil toar. 



, The Louisville and Nashville Kailroad— The 
j Action of Tennessee. 

I Wo learn that yesterday the Governor of 
Tennessee, influenced doubtless by the mani- 
fest determination of King Lincoln to take 
and keep control of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville Railroad, and in consideration of the 
gradual withdrawal of cars and locomotives 
from tho limits of that State to this, where it 
appears no objection will be made to the 111a- 

! gal acts of the Dictator, and where they could 
be used to transport Federal troops to within 
striking distance id' Nashville, took posses- 
sion, in tho name of the State, of all the roll- 
ing stock of the road in the limits of that 
Commonwealth, and will retain it therein. 

Of course this will temporarily cut oil' all 
direct communication between this city and 

1 Nashville, and is deeply to be regretted by 

I the friends of the road and the citizens of 
both States. 

It seems that sometime since the authorities 
of Tennessee asked that a portion of the roll- 
ing stock of tho road equivalent to the pro- 
portion of stock in the road owned by Ten- 
nessee and the citizens thereof should be kept 
in that State; but the request was not com- 
plied with. In the meantime the control of 
the road passed virtually from the hands of 
the directory elected by the stockholders and 
under the management of King Lincoln & 
Co.; acting through their agents, Messrs. Gal- 
lagher, Cotton & Co., who announced their 
intention to carry out the arbitrary edicts is- 
sued from the office of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, by force if need bo. It was not 
unreasonable, that, under these circumstances, 
Tennessee, largely interested in the road di- 
rectly and remotely, should feel some solici- 
tude about the congregation of rolling stock 
in this State, where it could be reached by the 
Federal forces whenever, in the sovereign will 
of the Dictator, it should be thought proper 
for them to march on the former State; and 
when her request to have the matter put on a 
proper footing was neglected, no one can say 
that she acted save in such manner as was 
necessary to her own security. 

The authorities of Tennessee have not in- 
terfered with the road or its equipments with- 
in this State, whose neutrality she respects, 
as King Lincoln has not done. She has only j 
assumed to control that portion of the road 
within her own limits after the Board of Di- 1 
rectors chosen by all the stockholders had j 
been superseded in its management by Gal- 1 
lagher and Cotton, sub-agents of the Admin- 
istration, who are doubtless pleased with an 
opportunity to earn the approbation of the J 
King and to show an applauding public what 
wonderful authority they possess, regardless 
of the interest of the road, the wishes of the 
people, or the laws of the land.

Southern Rights Meeting in Owen County. 

At a meeting of the Southern Rights party 
of Owen county, held at the Court-house in 
Owenton, on Monday, July 1st, on motion, 
Judge I. L. Hill was called to the chair, and 
A. J. Mason appointed Secretary. 

The Committee on Resolutions reported 
the following, which were unanimously adopt- 
ed : 

Whereas, It becomes the duty of all pa- 
triotic citizens to express on all proper occa- 
sions their views on the great questions of the 
day affecting our common country ; and, 
whereas, an unholy and relentless war is be- 
ing waged against our Southern brethren, in 
violation of law and tho plain letter of the 
Constitution of the UnitedStates of America; 
therefore, 

Jte.iolced, That we approve of the proclama- 
tion of Gov. Magoffin of the 20th of May, 
18151, and pledge ourselves to stand by him in 
enforcing the neutrality of Kentucky. 

Resolved, That to avoid the shedding of hu- 
man blood, the sacrificeof untold treasure, and 
that peace and a prostrated commerce may 
again he restored, we arc in favor of tho im- 
mediate recognition of the Confederate States 
of America, as the only means now left to ac- 
complish these ends, and that our Represen- 
tatives in Congress be requested to use cvefy 
effort to effect such recognition. 

Resolved, That in case of the final separa- 
tion of the belligerent States, we aro in favor 
of Kentucky uniting her destiny with her 
sister Southern States, but not until her 
wishes are so determined by a direct and im- 
partial vote at an election called for that pur- 
pose. 

Resolved, That we cannot too highly recom- 
mend the manly and patriotic stand taken by 
our distinguished fellow-citizen, Charles S. 
Morehead, upon the present unhappy condi- 
tion of our country ; and that W, o". Simp- 
son be appointed a committee to invite him 
to address the citizens of Owen county at 
Owenton, on the third Monday in this month. 

Resolved, That wc recommend Mr. E. F. 
Burns as a person in every respect worthy to 
represent this county in the next General As- 
sembly of Kentucky, and we bespeak for him 
an overwhelming majority. 

Resolved, That the Frankfort Yeoman. 
Louisville Courier, and other Southern Rights 
papers, be requested to publish these resolu- 
tions. 

On motion of J. B. Merdoff, tho following 
was unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That an attentive observance of 
the political history of the last ten years, but 
especially every act of the Black Republican 
party since the convening of Congress in De- 
cember, 1800, has developed the purposes of 
the Lincoln dynasty and its minions so un- 
mistakably that we aro astonished to find 
Kentuckians base enough to apologize for the 
Administration — that purposo being the an- 
nihilation of slavery. Every act points to it 
as unerringly as the magnetic needle to the 
North pole. 

On motion of Capt. A. W. Holman, tho 
following was unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That this Convention, in tho 
most positive and emphatic manner, protest 
against the action of the Federal Government 
in blockading the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad, and that we earnestly urge upon 
the proper authorities its immediate re-open- 
ing. 

After various ballotings, E. F. Burns, Esq., 
was unanimously declared the nominee of the 
Convention. 

On motion, the Convention adjourned.

Advantaoeous to Know. — Many'a death 
has resulted from an accident, when a little 
skill in the treatment of a wound might have 
prevented a sacrifice of life. In the excite- 
ment attendant upon injury of a fellow being, 
we arc too apt to lose the presence of mind 
necessary to a proper consideration of the 
means by which relief can be rendered; and 
tho necessity of making ourselves perfectly 
familiar with the manner in which wounds 
and injuries should be treated in cases of 
emergency, for the knowledge of the proper 
means to be adopted for the stoppage of bleed- 
ing from a wound may bo of service to us 
when we least except it. 

First, if the blood flows out in a stream, 
notice particularly whether the stream is an 
even, steady, or a jerking, or a pulsating stream; 
if it is even and steady, the probability is it is 
from a vein, particularly if the color of the 
blood is a dark red. Bleeding from an artery 
is peculiar; the blood isof a lightscarletcolor: 
the stream comes in a jerking manner, which 
is sees when a fire-engine is playing upon a 
high building. To stop the flow of blood in a 
vein, first close the wound with the hand 
firmly, then fold up any cloth, tow, flax, or 
leather, make it into a hard padan inch thick, 
at]least|large enough tocoverthe entire wound; 
bind over this firmly any bandage, handker- 
chief, or strap, or even tho bark of a tree; 
raise the wounded part higher than the body 
of the patient; keep him quiet; if he has bled 
a large quantity give him— if at hand — alittle 
spirits and water, and send for the doctor. If 
the bleeding is from the artery, take your 
handkerchief, tie it round the limb between 
the wound and the heart; put a strong stick 
under the handkercief, give it two or threo 
twists and it will stop the blood, if you have 
made it tight enough. In all other respects 
tho same treatment as above. 

In small wounds merely elevating the part 
higher than thebody.'and retaining it so for a 
short time, will arrest the bleeding. 
• For bleeding at tho nose, apply ico to any 
part of the body, moving the ice a round; it 
is best to apply it to the arm-pita, nape of the 
neck, etc. Keep the patient quiet; do not let 
him cough, etc., or bleeding will return. 



A Petition for Compromise. — The follow- 
ing petition to the President to avoid as far 
as possible the horrors of civil war, has been 
in circulation in this city and Jersey City for 
some days: 

"To His K.ecclleney, Abraham Lincoln, Presi- 
dent of the United Sta tes : 
"The undersigned, citizens of New York, 
beg leave to present to you, most respectfully 
and earnestly, the following considerations: 

"While they hold themselves ready to sus- 
tain and defend their Government, and you 
as its legal head, they respectfully suggest 
that the only remaining honorable position 
for you to take to prevent the horrors of civil 
war and preserve the Union, is to adopt the 
policy of an immediate General Convention 
of all the States, as suggested in your Inau- 
gural. This course would secure a peaceful 
solution of our national difficulties, and if any 
State refused to join said Convention to amend 
the Constitution, or adjust a peaceable separa- 
tion, it would stand unanimously condemned 
before the civilized world. 

"Earnestly deprecating civil war among 
brethren, we implore and beseech you to adopt 
this course, which you may rest assured is the 
real voice of the people." 

It is stated that detectives Farley and Eus- 
tace "secured two copies of the petition, signed 
by more than seven hundred names, in the 
office of Mr. Charles Guion, No. !5 Wall 
■treat." How came the officers in question to 
"secure" them? By what authority have they 
interfered with the sacred right of petition in 
this matter? It may well be a*kcd, have the 
people My rights left'' 



Democratic Meeting. 

At a Democratic meeting, on county court 
day, in Prestonsburg, Ky., the following reso- 
lutions were presented by John P. Martin, 
and adopted without a dissenting vote: 

1. Resolved, That the secession of tho 
Southern States from tho Union was right, 
just, and proper, from the refusal on tho part 
of the North to grant their constitutional and 
legal rights, in violation of every principle of 
human liberty and constitutional protection. 
That they have violated the principle and 
spirit of that instrument, framed by patriots 
and statesmen, such as never before congre- 
gated on earth — the principle* indoctrina- 
ted by Washington, Jefferson, Madison, Mon- 
roe, Henry, Franklin, Adams, and those 
fi lends of democratic liberty. 

2. That the Constitution presented by tho 
Southern Confederacy meets with our un- 
qualified approval, and that wc indorse it to 
the fullest extent. 

3. That wo consider tho Border States as 
morally, politically, and otherwise entirely 
severed from the North, and that their sym- 
pathies and feelings, and self-respect throw us 
together as a band of brothers to protect and 
defend the rights of the South. 

4. That from the co-equality of the several 
States, they have at any time, when they think 
the agreement violated, and their rights re- 
fused and violated, to secede and withdraw, 
and that no constitutional law exists to force 
them back into a Union which they hate and 
loathe. 

5. That wc stand ready at any moment to 
rush to arms when our Commonwealth is in- 
vaded, and that we will stand by the Southern 
Confederacy. 

6. That it is the duty of the President to 
withdraw the military forces from all tho se- 
ceding States, and leave the guns, ammuni- 
tion, and military stores in their possession, 
subject to a subsequent peaceable settlement. 

7. That the South only asks a division of 
the public domain in proportion to what may 
in equity belong to them. 

8. That the public domain that has been ac- 
quired since the administration of Thomas 
Jctfeison to the present period, has been main- 
ly by Democratic legislation, and that the war 
against Mexico was mainly a Democratic war 
for the rights of the American citizen, and 
that the victorious banner of our country was 
borne aloft on tho battle-field mainly by 
Democratic hands, and that a fair divide of 
the public lands, with the right of transit, occu- 
pancy, and protection of property, belongs to 
each and every American citizen, and that the 
civil and military power and influence of tho 
Government should bo brought to bear for the 
protection of every citizen of our common 
country in his rights of person and property, 
and that a government that does not protect 
tho citizen in those sacred rights, cannot claim 
his allegiance or affection. 



The Booneville Affair. — It is not until 
weeks after a skirmish has taken place, that 
the true facts can be learned. We should be 
sorry to have to recapitulate many false ru- 
mors circulated about the battle at Booneville, 
Mo. Tho facts, however, are briefly told, and 
as wo learn through a gentleman from Boone- 
ville, arc limply these: Thirteen hundred 
Federalists under Gen. Lyon attacked three 
hundred State troops. The State troops were 
poorly armed with shot-guns and hunting j 
rifles, and had to stand the tire of the enemy's 
long range guns. They stood still, received the 1 
fire of the Federalists, until the intervening i 
distance was so reduced as to make their own 
guns effective. They then fired one destruc- 
tive volley and retreated towards the south. 
The fire of one volley and the retreat was pre- 
concerted and carried out as designed. Ten 
or twelve State soldiers were killed, while the 
killed and wounded of the Federalists was not 
less than fifty. These are the simple facts out 
of which the Lincoln press has manufactured 
a brilliant victory and immortal reputation j 
for Gen. L\v,n. — Lex, Statesman, July 2.

Convention of Democratic Editors. 

Pursuant to an informal call, a number of 
Democratic editors met at the Astor House 
at 12 o'clock yesterday, to consult in regard to 
the present condition of public affairs. The 
meeting was organized by appointing M. P. 
Williams, Esq., of the Hudson Gazette, as 
temporary chairman, and Gaylord J. Clarke, 
of the Lockport Advertiser, as Secretary. 

A committee, consisting of R. G. Horton, 
of the New York Day Book, G. J. Clarke, of 
The Lockport Advertiser, and D.J. Holstead, 
of the Syracuse Courier, were appointed to 
report on credentials. 

Messrs. W. II. Mcrriam, Troy Daily 
Union, Thomas Smith, of the Yonkers Her- 
ald, and Gen. F. L. Hagadorn, of tho Troy 
Budget, were appointed a Committee on Per- 
manent Organization. 

An adjournment then took place until 3 
o'clock P. M. At that hour the Committee 
on Credentials reported the Hon. Benj. Wood 
as chairman, and G. J. Clarke as Secretary 

A Committee on Resolutions was then 
formed, consisting of G. J. Clarke, M. P. 
Williams, and R. G. Horton, who were direct- 
ed to report at 7 o'clock. 

Upon the reassembling of the Convention, 
the Committee reported the following resolu- 
tions, which were unanimously adopted, with 
tin' exception of M. P. Williams, of the Hud- 
son Gazette: 

Resolved, That wo earnestly desire the per- 
petuation of the Union of these States; but, 
in the language of the lamented Stephen A. 
Douglas, we believe that "war is disunion," 
and that if the Union be continued, it must 
be upon the principle on which it was formed, 
viz: the voluntary consent of its members; 
that any other mode is subversive of the prin- 
ciples of self-government; and hence, in order 
to restore this Union, tho first requisite is 
Peace — to the end that all questions may be 
settled, not despotically, by the sword, but 
voluntarily, by free consent of the American 
people 

Resolved, That the present alarming and 
deplorable condition of our country has arisen 
mainly from the exercise of unconstitutional 
powers by the present Chief Magistrate, who 
has not hesitated to inaugurate a war, to en- 
list a large standing army, to increase the 
navy, to seize private papers, to deny citizens 
the right to l>ear arms, and to suspend the 
writ of habeas corpus, all of which acts are in 
direct violation of Art. 1, Sees. 8 and 9 of the 
Constitution of the United States, and of the 
Amendments thereto, Art. II and Art IV. 

Resolved, That the enormous expenses of 
the present war will seriously burden our 
people; that a standing army is dangerous to 
the safety of the citizen; that its expense is 
'rawn from the toil of the agricultural and

0 the principles of true Democracy, and de- 
tractive to the liberties and material inter- 
sts of the people of the Northern States. 

Resolved, That the Republican party has

/ to liberty and the constitutional guarantees 
f citizens, and that the attempt to muzzlo 
ic Democratic Press by mobs and terrorism,

Resolved, That in view of the many mani-

Kentucky With reference to the deplorable 
war now waging between the United States 
and the Confederate States. And uIi.-i.m-. 
Iiiiuierons a]'plications from like good citizens 
of this Commonwealth have alto been made 
to me, praying ine to Issue a proclamation 
forbidding the occupation of any post or place, 
or the inarch over our sacred soil by any 
force of the I'nited States for any *}nu pose. 
And whereas, it is made fully evident, by 
•very indication of public sentiment, that it 
U the determined purpose of the good people 
of Kentucky to maintain, with courageous 
tirniness, the fixed position of self-defense, 
proposing or intending no invasion or ag-
